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“When thou art converted strengthen thy brethren.”—Luke 22: 32. 
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A Significant News Item 

Under the caption “Gonzales Grand Jury Indicts Priest on 
Three Additional Counts,” the “San Antonio (Tex,) Express,” 
July 16, 1921, publishes the following extremely significant 
news. item from Gonzales, July 15. “The Grand Jury for the 
July Term of District Court has adjourned, returning 23 
bills, 15 felony cases and eight misdemeanors. Of the 15 
felony bills returned, nine were for rape and attempt to rape, 
six of the nine being against A. A. Huebsch, rector of the 
St. James Catholic Church of this city, who was arrested after 
the first three bills were returned against him, released on 
bond and rearrested when the last three bills were returned.” 


Spiritual Weakness of the Roman Church 


Without placing too much importance upon the words 
“they alone” in the following sentence taken from a letter 
in “The Sunday Visitor” (Huntington, Ind.), July 31, signed 
“Yukpa,” it certainly shows that the mere belief in dogma and 
compliance with Church laws and observances are powerless 
to change the heart. The paragraph reads: 

“This canker (mixed marriages), will not be cured until we 
get our young men to understand that, this side of Heaven, 
there is nothing better and nobler than our Catholic young 
womanhood; and make our Catholic girls realize that they 
alone can save our young men from the chasms of indiffer- 
ence, and infidelity, and sin into which hosts of them are fall- 
ing to-day.” 


Still Room for Improvement in Belgium 


Charles Laval Chesterton, writing about Belgium in the 
New York “Times,” July 31, says: 
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“In a country of mixed breeds, the political situation is 
doubtful, but changes have taken place in public opinion, 
and the Clerical Party is not now omnipotent, as in the days 
of King Leopold. Then the cities often voted Democrat, 
while the peasants supported the priests, who are at present 
somewhat unpoplar. In Belgium there are church-schools 
and “public” schools, at the latter of which a scholar learns 
French, Flemish and English. It is asserted that the Clerical 
schools give so much religious instruction as to interfere 
with more mundane forms of information. The Radicals 
declare that a boy in the top class of a Clerical school, if sent 
to a ‘public’ school, must go to the third class, and practi- 
cally begin his education over again; whereas a boy in the 
third class of a ‘public’ school, if sent thence to a Clerical 
school, will automatically take his place in the top class. 
In the Belgian calendar there is a saint for practically every 
day in the week, all the year round; so, what with religious 
instruction and ‘holy days,’ in celebration of some religious 
event, the scholar lacks time to study science or foreign 
languages.” 


Wisdom in Wisconsin 


A dispatch from Madison, Wisconsin, states that legisla- 
tion favorable to parochial schools was killed by the 
Assembly by a vote of 42 to 34. The Conway bill, which 
would permit granting of unlimited certificates to teachers in 
parochial schools, provided they passed the required examina- 
tions, was denied engrossment on the motion of Mr. Mathe- 
son, of Janesville. The bill was sought by Catholic educators 
of the State. Under existing laws neither parochial or col- 
lege teachers may secure an unlimited teacher’s certificate 
unless they have taught in the public schools for two years. 
The position taken by the bill’s advocates was that nuns 
could not meet the requirements of the law, even though they 
were competent. 

Mr. Matheson said the State should withhold official sanc- 
tion where the State exercised no control, such as over paro- 
chial schools.—“Free Methodist,” July 19, 1921. 
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Archbishop Messmer on the Church’s Losses 

The Brooklyn “Tablet,” June 11, 1921, contains a pastoral 
from Archbishop Messmer, of Milwaukee, Wis., in which 
occurs: 

“What mean a few thousand converts every year, when, 
on the other hand, we lose thousands of souls who have been 
or ought to be our own? When we ask for the reasons why 
the’ Catholic Church in the United States has not made 
greater progress, especially in these latter years when Cath- 
olic immigration did not help to swell our numbers as in 
former times, we cannot lay the blame exclusively on the 
priesthood. The laity, and in particular the Catholic men, 
bear an*‘equal responsibility.” 

The principal reasons for this loss are two: first, the lack 
of any vital spiritual power in the teachings of the Church 
themselves; and second, the amount of time, energy and 
resources in political and other efforts to “make America 


Catholic” instead of to make Americans (and immigrants) 
Catholics. 


What Some Priests of Rome Desire to See 


In a letter to the New York Times (June 18), John W. 
Ripley says: “Ina hall in Flushing last week a moving picture 
show was run off. Between the reels a priest spoke. He 
characterized Admiral Sims as a traitor and said that he was 
seeking to sell the United States Government. He said that 
war with England was probably a certainty within ten years 
and that it would be better to fight now. These remarks were 
applauded by some 800 men and women of Irish blood.” The 
writer concludes his letter thus: “The sooner Sinn Feiners 
understand that they cannot run America and that America 
is not, and never will be, a ‘Greater Ireland’ the better for 
us all.” It is well for people like Mr. Ripley to write letters 
to the newspapers, but they will have to do more than that to 
combat the Papal Peril. .They must, without delay, take 
practical steps to prevent the Sinn Fein catspaws of the 
Vatican from getting into strategic positions in municipal, 
state and national government bodies where they can carry 
Papal plans into effect. 
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THE PAROCHIAL SCHOOL PERIL 


There are so many reasons why the Papal parochial and 
convent school should be abolished as a menace to the nation 
that it is hard to know just where to begin. Any system of 
education, however, that gives to a priest the position he occu- 
pies in every relation of the life of a “good” Catholic is con- 
trary to the public well-being of this nation. Our principles of 
universal suffrage and the participation of every citizen 
presuppose the citizen to be a person of at least a reasonable 
amount of general education, with a mind of his own, and 
having both the disposition and the power to form a judg- 
ment on any ordinary matter of public interest that may be 
put before him. The fathers of this Republic tried to provide 
for the rising generation of their time books and schools and 
colleges representing the best of each, respectively, in 
existence then. That any of their descendants would ever 
tolerate in their cities the existence of schools founded upon 
the principles of the Papacy—the incarnation of the most 
despotic tyranny the world ever saw, they never dreamed. It 
is indeed an amazing thing that the sons and daughters of 
Washington and Jefferson should allow any of their children 
to be placed under the influence of teachers whose mental 
philosophy is that of St. Thomas Aquinas, and whose “moral 
theology” (save the mark!) is that of Dens and Gury. Yet 
we have these very things before our eyes to-day. In at least 
one public school in Jersey City recently a Roman Catholic 
teacher spent at least ten or fifteen minutes in giving the 
children a list of English and Scotch food products that they 
should not buy when sent by their parents to the store; but 
that they should get American similar goods, instead, telling 
their parents on their return home, that they were unable 
to get what they had been sent for! Do your best to secure 
the passage of the Sheppard-Towner Bill through Congress!

Marshall Jones Company, 212 Sum- 
mer St., Boston, Mass. Price $1.50, postpaid. There is a 
cheaper edition, without the eight excellent full-page illus- 
trations, price 50 cents. 

There is much propaganda work in many parts of the 
country in these days on the part of organized European 
ecclesiasticism, and in others of various forms of reaction 
from political and priestly tyranny (mostly in central and 
eastern Europe), the principles of both of which age in direct 
antagonism to those upon which the founders of this nation 
laid down the lines of our social and political fabric. The ap- 
pearance of this book is, therefore, timely, and it will be found 
of great value by those who wish to combat the efforts of 
both these classes which, with more or less sincerity, are seek- 
ing to make “improvements” in the heritage which the Amer- 
ican people have received from the Pilgrims, the Puritans and 
the Cavaliers of the seventeenth century, and from Wash- 
ington, Jefferson, the signers of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and their coadjutors in the eighteenth. 

All who wish to set forth a true and correct presentation 
of what may be termed the original “Americanism” in which 
this Republic found its birth, among foreign-born citizens and 
their children in the form of pageants, tableaux and similar

conjunction with other matter, for this purpose. The value, 
too, of this material is much enhanced by the fullness and 
completeness of the “stage directions” which are given 
throughout the book.

This book admirably meets the present general situation 
in this respect, and should, therefore, find a nation-wide field 
of service among the whole American body politic. 

It is related of Queen Victoria that when an African 
potentate asked as to the source of the greatness of the 
sritish Empire she replied that it was due to the Holy Scrip- 
tures, and the extent to which their teachings had been 
observed by the British people. 

One is reminded of this story by this quotation from John 
Robinson, given as a kind of “foreword” to the book: 


“I am very confident the Lord has more truth and 


light to break forth out of His holy Word. It is not 
possible that full perfection of knowledge should break 
forth at once.” 


The Bible appears again in the Prologue, in these lines, 
spoken by the Rock of Plymouth: 


I, too, waiting for what? 

In England, growing, the spirit of man, 
Freed by his Bible, read in his home, 
Studied with passion. 

Out of the Church of England—a Puritan. 

There are four Episodes, the first containing eight Scenes; 
the second, five; the third, three; and the fourth, seven. 

There is no lack of vigorous life, and stirring action, as 
in the presentation of a petition to King James in Scene 3 
and Scene 5 of Episode 2, Scenes 1 and 3 of Episode 3, and 
Scenes 2, 3, 4 and 5 of Episode 4. 

Valuable and important contributions in various parts of 
the book by Robert Frost, Hermann Hagedorn, Josephine 
Preston Peabody and Edwin Arlington Robinson are 
modestly described as “verse.” In our opinion, however, 


they richly deserve a much more imposing designation.

MISS MACSWINEY AND HYPHENATES 
In a speech in Shibe Park, Philadelphia, July 17, Miss 
MacSwiney, sister of the late Lord Mayor of Cork, is quoted 
as saying:

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ROME AND THE BIBLE 


In the London “Christian,” June 16, 1921, appeared a let- 
ter from Mr. A. Le Lievre, Protestant Press Bureau, Ilford, 
Essex, Eng., in which he said: 


Sir: You ask one or two pertinent questions—“Can it be 
denied that Rome has always resisted the popularizing of 
Holy Scripture? Have not her emissaries publicly burned 
copies of the Bible unauthorized by her?” 

By way of answer, I append extracts from unimpeachable 
sources. 

(1) In the “Larger Catechism,” prescribed by Pope Pius 
X. for all the dioceses of the Province of Rome, p. 201, is the 
following query :—“What ought a Christian to do if a Bible 
should be offered him by a Protestant, or by some emissary 
of Protestants?”— A. “If a Christian should be offered a 
Bible by a Protestant or by some emissary of the Protestants 
he ought indignantly to spurn it, because it is forbidden by 
the Church, and if he should have accepted it without advert- 
ing to what it is, he should at once pitch it into the fire or 
fetch it to his pastor.” 

(2) Said the late Father Bampfield:—“Bible Societies 
are false coiners. Non-Catholic Bibles are false coin in more 
ways than one. We are told that priests sometimes burn 
Bibles. I have not known it done, nor heard it, except from 
non-Catholics, but if it is done, it seems to myself the most 
reverent way of disposing of a book which, though it cannot 
be allowed, though it is false coin, yet tells of the great King 
and is full of sacred names and words.” (“England and the 
Bible,” issued in 1895, p. 13.) 

(3) Rev. Dr. Cahill declared that: “he would rather a 
Catholic should read the worst books of immorality than the 
Protestant Bible—that forgery of God’s word, that slander 
of Christ.” (Roman Catholic “Tablet,” December 17, 1853, p. 
804.) 

(4) “Do you allow your flock to read the Bible at all? 
said a writer in the “Contemporary Review,” to a friend of 
his, a parish priest. “No, sir, I do not; you forget that I am 
a physician, not a poisoner of souls.”—April, 1894, p. 576. 
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I would strongly advise those of your numerous readers 
who would like to pursue the subject further, to consult a 
remarkable volume, “The Lollard Bible and other Medieval 
Biblical Versions,” by Miss M. Deanesly, M.A., issued in 
1920 by the Cambridge University Press. 


Another point: the Bible is not read extensively by Roman 
Catholics. Father J. Freeland, writing in the “Catholic 
Times” of September 20, 1899, confessed that “The Bible as 
a book is one in which they (the laity) feel very little interest.” 
And the Pope-blessed “Universe,” as recently as May, stated 


that “The Scriptures are not largely read by the faithful gen- 
erally.” 


TWO STRIKING ADMISSIONS 


“The Sunday Visitor,” a Papal organ published at Hunt- 
ington, Ind., has been running a series of letters from various 
correspondents upon the topic: “What Is the Matter With 
Our Young People?” In the issue of June 12 are two letters, 
which contain the following paragraphs: 


“The majority of the human race is destined for the mar- 
ried state. It is, however, a significant truth that there is an 
ever increasing tendency among our young men to recruit 
the ranks of future confirmed bachelors, or to defer matri- 
mony beyond a reasonable time. There are several reasons 
for this state of affairs, one df which is that American young 
ladies of ambition, education and refinement are advocates 
of the ‘single standard,’ and men who disregard it theo- 
retically and practically, need not be astonished to re- 
ceive a negative answer to a very personal question.” 

The second is from a letter signed: “A Retired Priest”: 

“One of the causes, and I have never seen it hinted at, 
is that we Catholics have no body of young men who are 
in any way a fit match for our Sister-trained Academy girls, 
except our Ecclesiastical Students and they don’t want 
wives, but housekeepers. And unfortunately the girl or 
young lady of to-day is very little use in a Priests’ or 
Parents’ kitchen!”

In a letter to the Editor of “The Sunday Visitor,” July 31, 
1921, a missionary priest, in writing of the “canker” of 
mixed marriages, says that the priests must “make our Catho- 
lic girls realize that they alone can save our young men from 
the chasms of indifference and infidelity and sin into which 
hosts of them are falling to-day.” Of course, we need not 
attach the same importance to the words “they alone” in this 
connection that we should if they had occurred in a sermon 
or treatise on religion, but at the same time they show an 
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apparent ignorance on the part of the priest of the real cause 
of the spiritual bankruptcy of the Roman Church. 

That cause is the absence of the teaching of the fact of 
what evangelical Protestants call “conversion” by those who 
have themselves entered that happy experience. 

Nothing is plainer in the teaching of the Scriptures, both 
in the Old Testament and in the New, that God’s will for 
sinners is that they should undergo a complete change in 
heart and life—so great in fact that very strong contrasts 
are used to express the idea, such as “death” and “life,” and 
“light” and “darkness.” And in all the texts quoted above, 
it is plain that the sacred writers had in mind a complete 
change or transformation of the individual wrought by Di- 
vine power as a result of action on the part of-the person 
desirous of that change. 

The reason why “hosts” of Catholic young men (and 
others also) are falling to-day into infidelity and sin is -be- 
cause they have not been told that they can be saved from the 
power and the dominion and the condemnation of sin, and 
also because they either have never met anyone with such 


an experience or have rejected the testimony of such persons 
when they heard it. 


It is true, of course, that many people who have been 
taught the real truth as to this matter have only accepted 
it with their heads, but have never experienced the change 
of heart and life that God was able to make. Consequently 
not having within them the power of the Spirit of God, 
they have found themselves without ability to resist the forces 
of the world, the flesh and the devil, or all three together. 

God’s will for you, dear reader, is that your life shall 
be full of peace and joy in the Holy Spirit. But you can 
have neither of these unless you have the consciousness 
first of having been reconciled to God through your own 
personal interest in the atonement made by Christ on the 
Cross for all men, once for all; also the knowledge that by the 
supernatural power of His resurrection you daily live free 
from the domination of sin, and accepted in the beloved as a 
member of the family of God. 

No one who has this experience falls either into indiffer- 
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ence or infidelity, and even if he falls under temptation at the 
moment, he does not stay down, but rises up again, and being 
forgiven upon confession to Christ Himself, not to any priest, 
goes forward again in the consciousness of the restoration 
of the Divine favor. 

This experience is within the reach of every man, woman 
and child old enough to know right from wrong, on the face 
of the earth, for God is no respecter of persons, and He 
wishes every human soul to be reconciled to Him. 

You can get a line on the amount of “true” religion you 
have by the natura of your attitude to God, and the degree 
to which He and His Book control your daily life and ac- 
tions. If you walk with Him and talk with Him every day, 
you will have a happiness that can be obtained in no other 
way. 

If you have no such experience, go to the loving Saviour, 
and repenting of all past sin, and renouncing all that you 
know to be wrong, up to the limit of your will-power, trust 
to His power to accomplish the rest. He will speak peace 
to your soul as He has to thousands of others, through all 
the ages, and be with you unto the end of life. 

If you wish to see and hear witnesses to the truth of the 
foregoing, all you need do is to go to a meeting at the nearest 
Salvation Army corps or nearest downtown “Mission.” There 
you will find not only witnesses, but persons willing to 
pray with and for you, and advise you on your individual 


difficulties out of wide and varied experience in dealing with 
the spiritual needs of others. 


On July 26, 1855, Pius IX delivered his Allocution “Nemo 
Vestrum” concerning also certain “civil” laws enacted in 
Spain—in Roman Catholic Spain, too. Of those “civil” laws 
the Pope said again: “Moreover in virtue of our apostolic 
authority, we rebuke and abrogate the aforesaid laws and 
decrees; we pronounce them null and worthless.” And yet 
Roman Catholic writers and journalists in this country lull 
the American people to sleep with the siren song that the 
Pope’s power and jurisdiction are purely spiritual and only 
for the glory of God.”—“Converted Catholic, Nov., 1895. 
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SINN FEIN AND ULSTER 


In a letter in the “Jersey Journal” June 10 (dated June 
3) F. J. McLaughlin, in replying to a correspondent who had 
directed attention to the apparently irremovable hatred be- 
tween Protestant Ulsterites and the Sinn Feiners, asserted, 
(without furnishing any proof) that “religious bigotry, pre- 
judice, blood riots, intolerance, etc., are plants nursed and 
nurtured in Ireland by England, and are not natural develop- 
ments in Irish character, and when British rule is ended in 
Ireland the root of the evil will have been removed and there 
will be nothing to foster and keep alive these sanguinary im- 
pulses and they will perish.” Three days after this letter was 
written, the New York “World” had a long article about the 
boycott that the Sinn Fein leaders had instituted against 
Ulster banks and business houses. Among other things the 
writer said: 

“Ulster is practically losing one of its greatest markets— 
Sinn Fein Ireland. Gradually Southern Irish merchants are 
cutting off business connections with Northern manufacturers. 
In the last six months the cancellation of contracts has cost 
Ulster markets hundreds of thousands of pounds. A large 
part of the Ulster goods held by Southern merchants before 
the boycott was instituted has been removed from the market. 
. . . The Sinn Fein’s economic screw is being tightened daily, 
and daily steps are being taken to see that the blockade of 
Ulster becomes more effective. Prominent Dublin merchants 
have told me that in the last two weeks they have severed 
connections with Ulster manufacturers with whom they had 
been doing business for a quarter of a century... Many 
firms in Southern Ireland which still have a considerable 
stock of Ulster goods have put them aside until such a 
time as it will be possible to dispose of them with the .ap- 
proval of the Sinn Fein. To attempt to sell now would be 
to court drastic action—in other words, to be placed on the 
Sinn Fein’s blacklist. 

“There are some firms on this blacklist, but few, if any, 
of the large newspapers will print advertisements of these 
firms, nor will they print advertisements of Ulster goods. 
Within the last few days one large Southern Irish newspaper 
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printed an advertisement of a firm which is still handling 
Ulster goods and at once was asked why. The reply was that 
a mistake had occurred, but it would not happen again.” 

The simple truth is that Ulster Protestants know enough 
about Rome Rule and its results in the rest of Ireland to 
be willing to die rather than have the Papal yoke put on 
their necks. And Ulster is quite right. In support of this 
statement and as furnishing a reply to those who refer to 
the clause of the “constitution” guaranteeing civil and re- 
ligious liberty “to all the Irish people” it may be said that 
on May 15, 1919, a letter appeared in the New York “World,” 
in which the writer said, “Our President, De Valera, has 
already explained in precise terms that in a free Ireland our 
priests and bishops will ever be held in honor and esteem, 
and that our religion will be openly and publicly taught in 
our schools; that religion, in fact, will form the basis of our 
development, the corner-stone of our civilization.” As this 
“religion” includes condemnation of every form of civil and 
religious liberty by Pope Leo XIII, the wisdom of the Ulster 
stand is self-evident. 


IN ROMAN CATHOLIC BRAZIL 
Superstition and fetishism have been rooted in the souls 
of Brazilians for centuries. They have amulets to preserve 


from the “evil eye,” and the horseshoe to ensure happiness, 
and the protecting effigy of the “good Jesus of Pirapora,” to 
be worn around the neck between the clothing and the skin. 
Millions of Brazilians wear a “patua,” which is a written 
prayer enclosed in a bag of cloth or leather. Among these 
patuas one finds dark witness to the spiritual condition of the 
vast majority in Brazil. The prayer of our Lady of Mont 
Serrat ends as follows: 

“This prayer was found in the Holy Sepulchre in Jerus- 
alem, and so great is its virtue that any one carrying it with 
him will not die of sudden death, nor of abscess, nor of 
frenzy; and shall be free from epilepsy, shall not die by 
drowning, nor be wounded with iron, shall not die in prison 
nor of heart pain.”—Missionary Review of the World. (Evan-

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THE LATE MADAME RODRIGUEZ, FIGUERAS 
MISSION 

The announcement some time ago that the Figueras Mis- 
sion had lost its founder by death, brought sorrow to a 
widely-scattered circle of friends of Gospel work in Spain. 
Thank God the Mission continues, as others are left to con- 
tinue the work which Madame Rodiguez began as far back as 
1877, says a recent issue of the London “Christian.” 

Madame Rodrigeuz was born Oct. 2, 1852, in Bombay, as 
was also her beloved sister, the late Mrs. Stewart Mathias; the 
twin sisters were the daughters of an Indian officer. They 
passed their early years in an English country rectory, and 
subsequently they were placed in Moravian schools in Eng- 
land and Germany, They left the latter to join their parents. 
The two sisters felt that they were set apart to labor for the 
Master, and each adopted for herself the beautiful words of 
the late Miss Frances Ridley Havergal: “Take my life, and let 
it be Consecrated, Lord, to Thee.” 

Their first days of work were spent in London. At once 
they found plenty of congenial occupation in connection with 
the Y. W.C.A., a Coffee Palace, and, best loved of all, the 
“Bible Flower Mission.” One afternoon the sisters set out 
with baskets laden with fragrant flowers for the sufferers in 
Moorfields Hospital. Seeing a new patient, Miss Murray was 
about to address him, when the nurse remarked, “It is of no 
use giving him a text, for he is a Roman Catholic, and besides, 
he cannot speak English.” “I will at least offer him a little 
bouquet,” answered the young lady. But what about a text? 

Surely it was the Lord’s ordering that for the first time she 
had brought a French one. Hoping that the patient under- 
stood that language, and selecting a pretty bunch of flowers, 
she offered it with a silent prayer for help and blessing. The 
Spaniard was cheered by the roses, and listened attentively to 
the text, a most appropriate one: “There is one God, and one 
Mediator between God and men, the Man Christ Jesus.” 
After pointing him to the great High Priest, she asked if he 
would accept a Spanish Bible. He replied in fluent French, 
expressing gratitude for her kindness, but politely, yet firmly, 
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declining the proffered gift, adding: “It is a bad, forbidden 
book; besides, to-morrow morning I shall leave the hospital.” 

On reaching home, Miss Murray found that there was to 
be a dinner-party that night, thus making it most difficult for 
her to procure the promised Spanish Bible. After trying at 
several shops, she went back to the first one, and begged the 
man to “have another look.” On a top shelf, thick with dust, 
he found a second-hand copy of the much-desired Book. The 
post-office being closed, the next difficulty was to get it taken 
to the City. This was met by Miss Murray persuading one 
of her father’s guests to take the precious volume to the 
Moorfields Eye Hospital that night. Sefior Prévi, the Span- 
iard, received and took it away with him, and, impelled by an 
irresistible impulse, at once began to study its pages. 

Six months passed by, and again the tall Spaniard was a 
patient in the Eye Hospital. Warmly greeting the flower 
ladies, he said: “I have read that book you gave me, and have 
found it la verité” (the truth). “But what do you think is 
la verité?” inquired the visitor. “It is all in one text,” he re- 
plied. “There is one God, and.one Mediator between God and 
men, the Man Christ Jesus.” The seed had fallen into “good 
ground.” 7 

His faith was severely tested by a letter from his uncle, in 
whose charge, Don Domingo Prévi, captain of the Port of 
Malaga; had left his only son, shortly before his death. The 
letter contained a promise from the uncle to hand over the 
patrimony left to his nephew if the latter would give up the 
Protestant faith; but should he refuse to do so, the property 
would be given to the Church. Sefor Prévi positively declined 
to comply. 

After a time, he expressed a strong desire to carry the 
Gospel into a part of Spain (alas! there are many) where it 
had never been preached, and in due course was received into 
Harley House Missionary Training Institute, preparatory to 
going forth. This he did, accompanied by a fellow-student. 
For three years Sefor Prévi labored devotedly, and founded 
with remarkable success the Figueras Mission, until called 
to his rest. A ayeek or two after his death, his companion 
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returned to his own country, and temporary workers were ob- 
tained, till Rev. L. Lopez Rodriguez became director of the 
Mission. Miss Murray, accompanied by her sister and some 
lady friends, spent two winters in Figueras, and being anxious 
to devote herself to the work, took special interest in the 
women and girls. In 1882 a double-wedding took place in 
London, that of Miss Murray, to Rev. Luis Lopez Rodriguez, 
and her sister, Miss Georgina Murray, to Rev. J. C. Stewart 
Mathias. 

Colonel Baynes, Madame Rodriguez’ step-father, acted for 
seven years as (honorary) treasurer of the Mission, for the 
financial part of which his daughter had made herself re- 
sponsible. As soon as public subscriptions were received, a 
report, with donation list and balance-sheet was issued. The 
death, in 1889, of this kind and liberal supporter of the Mis- 
sion, first (honorary) treasurer, was a great loss to the work 
of the Mission in Spain. Since then, “the grain of mustard 
seed” has become “a great tree,” whose branches have spread 
all over the entire province of Gerona. 

Madame Rodriguez and her husband, Rev. Luis Lopez 
Rodriguez, commenced a great work in Spain, having to deal 
at first with many kinds of difficulties, due to the fanaticism 
of the people, but these difficulties were overcome success- 
fully, thanks to God’s help and the perseverance of the work- 
ers. Soon the Figueras Mission began to be known all over 
the Province. 

The lady took a special interest in the young women, 
founding a Y. W. C. A. Several Sunday-schools were opened 
in different villages. Her Sunday-school class in Figueras 
was her untiring delight. The next beautiful work from a 
human and Christian’ point of view, was a Medical Mission. 
This branch met at first with financial difficulties, but now 
there is a dispensary and an up-to-date X-Ray department, 
where lupus, cancer, and other terrible diseases are treated. 

Madame Rodriguez was also one of the founders of the 
important “Spanish Religious Tract and Book Society,” that 
has printed and given freely thousands of Gospels, tracts, 
Sunday-school lessons, and Bibles. This society is considered 
one of the most important Evangelical works in Spain. 
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THE LAND OF THE JESUIT FATHERS

About the year 1600 it became clear to the Jesuit Fathers 
that the newly-discovered regions of Paraguay and South 
Brazil were an ideal country for a great new empire in the 
new world, which would compensate them for their losses 
in the old. Their subjects would be the scattered but numer- 
ous tribe of the Guaranis, and they, the priests and lay 
brothers of the Order of S. Loyola could be the exclusive 
owners, governors and law-givers of the land. 

So plans were laid with all the political acumen and fore- 
sight, and with all the cunning and secrecy for which this 
Order has been famous. 

The rivalry of the crowns of Spain and Portugal, the very 
nebulous condition of international boundaries, and the 
cruelty and injustice of the policy of the discoverers towards 
the Indian owners of the soil, furnished the desired oppor- 
tunity, and in 1610 the Jesuit Fathers initiated their vast, 
ambitious scheme with the building of a mission city in the 
interior of Paraguay. Others followed rapidly, so that in 
1627 the region included a large area in Brazil, and S. Nicolua 
was built. By 1631, there were twenty of these mission cities 
with over a hundred thousand inhabitants, all speaking the 
Guarani tongue; and by the end of the same century there 
were seven Jesuit cities in South Brazil. The new empire 
was called Missoes, the capital being the town of S. Borgia, 
on the banks of the mighty Uruguay. There were no civil 
laws, nor rights of property or person; body and soul, the 
Indians were considered as belonging to the Jesuits—a more 
or less benign form of slavery, but which eventually became 
nearly as cruel and heartless as that of the Portuguese. The 
Indians were compelled to work for their priestly rulers, and 
in return were well fed, protected from the pale-face, and 
saturated with Romanish doctrine. They were mainly em- 
ployed in the cultivation of sugar, maize, beans, etc., which 
were sold in the ports of Assumpcao and Buenos Aires, the 
large profits being divided between the Spanish crown and 
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the treasury of the Jesuits, the latter always having the 
lion’s share. 

The Indians were well armed and exercised in military 
tactics. No foreigners or white men, other than members 
of the Order, were allowed to penetrate the region, and by 
1750 the wealth and power of this ecclesiastical empire was 
so great, and was extending so rapidly, that it aroused the 
fear and jealousy of their neighbors, but the priests defied the 
crowns of both Spain and Portugal. It took about three years 
of effort on the part of the united armies of these two powers 


before the Jesuits were overthrown. The Indians fought 


fiercely for their masters’ territory, and its fall involved the 
slaughter of thousands of these simple-minded people. The 
cities went up in clouds of flame and smoke, and the Jesuits 
were driven out of the land, the remnant of the Indians being 
enslaved or scattered, to revert to their old savage lives, but 
embittered with intense hatred of the white man, civil or 
ecclesiastical, as many of them remain to this day. 

It was to this region that the Secretary of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society for Brazil turned his special attention, 
and at the end of September, 1920, I reached the old Jesuit 
capital, S. Borgia, after about a month’s journey from Rio, 
visiting en route most of the large cities on the frontiers of 
Uruguay and the Argentine, and selling many copies of the 
Scriptures. In all my experience of Bible work in Brazil I 
never met with so warm and sympathetic a welcome as I had 
in this region. The spirit of Jesuitism is dead, and liberty of 
conscience is a reality; and throughout I scarcely heard one 
cross or contrary voice. As a rule, we had not books enough 
for the demands, and in more than one place we sold more 
Scriptures that there were houses. 

The only traces of the old Jesuit Empire of Missoes are 
the vast ruins here and there, that of S. Miguel being the 
largest. Most of them must now be excavated with difficulty 
from the depths of the densest forest jungle, where the wild- 
cat and the panther find a home, and the rattlesnake a hiding 
place. Had the Word of God been given to the people in 
place of the lifeless fables and superstitions of Rome, some- 
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thing more noble and more enduring would now mark the 
immense efforts of those ancient monks. So ended a great 
conspiracy to bolt and bar out the pure Gospel from a great 
and beautiful country. In the shadow of its ruins the Bible 
colporteur now carries the living, quickening Word, while 
the Romish priests are powerless to hinder their flocks from 
buying and reading the Bible, which is to-day easily the best- 
known book in that region. 

In S. Borgia a curious incident had taken place a few . 
weeks before our arrival, It seems that many dwellers in 
these parts have a craze for searching for the traditional 
treasures which lie buried in these old-world ruins, and very 
occasionally some hidden hoard of Jesuit wealth is found. 

Among the ecclesiastical treasures of S. Borgia were three 
huge wooden saints, much venerated by the people, mainly 
on account of their great antiquity. Touched with the craze 
referred to, the priest of this ancient capital of the Jesuits con- 
ceived the idea that these images were likely hiding places of 
the gold or parchments of his predecessors, and, in an evil 
hour for him, he chopped them up. His researches were so 
complete that there could be no putting the saints together 
again, so he added to his vandalism by sending the remains 
out to the kitchen to cook his dinner! 

The inhabitants of S. Borgia were furious, and no wonder! 
One night, a little after this event, a motor car drew up at 
the house of the priest just at an hour when he had expected 
one to take him to a marriage ceremony. On merging, attired 
for the occasion, he was seized and bundled into the car, 
which drove off at top speed in the direction of the river. On 
the way, his captors demanded satisfaction for their outraged 
saints, and the reply not being satisfactory, the car was 
stopped at a muddy creek, into which his reverence was 
rolled. Hurrying on, the River Uruguay was soon reached, 
and there the luckless priest was put in a small canoe, minus 
all his clothes, and made to paddle himself across to Argen- 
tine territory, where his persecutors left him in a state of 
nature. S. Borgia is now without a priest. It may be added 
that this man had been a great persecutor of the believers in 
this city. 
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FALSE PAPAL PROPAGANDA. 

In the “New York Sun,” under the sub-head “Rome Con- 
tinues to Fight Methodists’ Plan to Establish Cathedral and 
Sectarian School on Monte Mario—Anti-Clericals Join Op- 
position to American Invasion,” the writer who uses the pen 
name “la Marquise de Fontenoy,” wrote (July 22d) several 
paragraphs calculated to arouse hostility in this country 
against the Methodist Episcopal Church on account of the 
intended erection of a new school in the city that has the 
misfortune of containing the seat of the Papal politico-re- 
ligious organization. The veracious scribe says that the 
American Methodists “propose to erect an immense church 
rivalling the Basilica of St. Peter’s in dimensions, and sur- 
rounded by buildings for schools, administration offices and 
dormitories for students.” The chronicler adds that Italian 
opposition to the scheme “extends throughout the length and 
breadth of the Kingdom;” also that it is doubtful whether 
the national interests of the United States abroad are likely 
to be promoted by this scheme, and goes so far as to suggest 


that public sentiment in Italy may “compel the Municipality 
of Rome to take measures to rescind the sale of the Monte 
Mario site or else to expropriate its purchasers, on grounds 
of public interest.” 


On July 27th, in the same paper appeared a letter from 
(Dr.) James R. Joy (if we mistake not, the Editor of the 
New York “Christian Advocate,’) in which he said: 

“In ‘The Sun’ of July 22, your gossiping Marquise writes 
of the Methodists in Rome in a way which is misleading. 

“American Methodists have been working in Rome ever 
since the city was liberated from the Pope’s temporal author- 
ity in 1870. Their building in the Via Vente Settembre is 
well known to American tourists. Their girls’ school, Cran- 
don International Institute, is admittedly the best non-Catho- 
lic school in Italy and is patronized by leading Italian 
families. 

“In the Methodist building there has been a boys’ school 
(college) for forty years. The Garibaldis and other Liberals 
patronize it. Having outgrown its quarters, a new site was 
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bought for it several years ago. The plot is admittedly the 
best that could be selected. It occupies about forty acres on 
the brow of Monte Mario, the glorious green hill which rises 
beyond the Tiber and overlooks the Vatican. The land was 
purchased openly. Now the building plans are ready and 
are in the hands of the municipality. What happens? A 
storm of newspaper attack breaks out, assailing the enter- 
prise on every conceivable ground and from every party 
angle. Of course the Clericals denounce it as anti-Catholic. 
The Nationalists accuse it of being an infiltration of American 
imperialism. There are those who affect to see it in the 
Anglo-Saxon civilization opposing itself to the Latin. Artists 
cry out against it as a “foreign monstrosity” set up over 
against the supreme creations of Italian genius. It is said to 
be an offense to the Italian zsthetic sense to have the perfect 
green skyline marred by this intrusion. “The site must be 
taken away from these invaders,” they cry, “and be given 
to the people as a park, reserved for statues of Dante and 
others of Italy’s best.” 

“Your Marquise says that the proposed building is ‘an 
immense church” (“cathedral” your headliner wrote). This 
is not so. The plans, drawn by one of the most eminent of 
Italian architects, call for school buildings only. There is 
nothing about them which insults the faith of the Italians 
unless it be an insult to maintain a free school in a free State 
and to build it on the most desirable site.” 


Concerning King Edward VII. 

This same writer has written inaccurate statements on 
Papal affairs before. In the New York “Tribune,” March 25 
1912, under a communication headed, “Status of Cardinals,” 
this statement was made about the late King Edward VII: 
“Of course, as mere Catholic Archbishop of Westminster, 
the most Rev. Dr. Bourne has to walk in the rear of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, but as Cardinal he now comes a 


long way ahead of him, not in his quality as a great dignitary 
of the Church, but in his quality as a prince of the blood. The 
table of precedence in England, dating from the Reformation, 
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is statutory, and the names of cardinals do not figure there- 
in. But when King Edward inaugurated the present arrange- 
ment, which has since been followed by Emperor William, 
the Czar, and by every non-Catholic ruler of Europe, no word 
was raised in protest, it being recognized that the sovereign 
has a perfect right to designate the exact status of a foreign 
prince of the blood at his Court, and that when he does this, 
in accordance with the rules of international comity and old- 
established usage, no one is qualified to gainsay him.” 

That same day the present Editor of this magazine wrote 
to Lord Chamberlain, at St. James’ Palace, London, enclos- 
ing a cutting of the “Tribune,” and asking if the statements 
contained therein were true, so far as Great Britain was 
concerned. The following reply was received from Major the 
Hon. George Arthur Charles Crichton, Comptroller:

Sir: 

[ am desired by the Lord Chamberlain to ac- 
knowledge your letter of the 25th, ult., enclosing 
an extract from the “New York Tribune,” and to in- 
form you, in reply, that the statement regarding 
precedence allotted to Cardinals in this country is in- 
correct, no special precedence having been assigned 
to them. Yours faithfully,

Concerning Lord O’Hagan. 

In The Converted Catholic, April, 1905, nearly five pages 
were devoted by Father O’Connor to the refutation of—well, 
misleading—statements of “La Marquise de Fontenoy” con- 
cerning Lord O’Hagan, a young officer in the British army 
who died in South Africa during the Boer War. 

The article is headed, “Lord ’Hagan’s Family—Rome’s 
infamous Lies.” This was, in itself, such a departure from 
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Father O’Connor’s usual conservatism and dignity of lan- 
guage, that he felt censtrained to open with the following 
sentences: “Perhaps the courteous reader will not like the 
second part of the heading of this article. We do not like it 
ourselves. ‘Rome’s Infamous Lies’ is a hard saying, and 
we dislike to soil our pages with it. But no other words ex- 
press the infamy of the Papal agents in seeking to dis- 
credit those who leave the Roman Catholic Church.” 

It seems that in the New York “Tribune,” March 8, 1905, 
“la Marquise de Fontenoy” had an article entitled “Lord 
O’Hagan and the Towneleys,” which contained the follow- 
ing sentences: 

“The sale of Towneley Hall, the extinction of this historic 
light (a lamp in the chapel of the Hall that had been said 
to have been kept burning without interruption for more 
than a thousand years) and the sensational desertion of Lady 
©’Hagan of Roman Catholicism for the Protestant Church all 
occurred about the same time, and were followed shortly 
afterward by the still more startling marriage of Lady 
O’Hagan’s eldest daughter to a priest of the name of Leo- 
pold Klein, who, while still in the orders of the Roman Catho- 
lic Church, had been the private chaplain at Towneley Hall 
and the spiritual adviser of Lady O’Hagan and of her family. 
Indeed, it is understood that it was his influence that led 
them to abandon Catholicism. When her eldest son died in 
South Africa it was said that before he expired he became 
reconciled to the Church of Rome, a statement which led to 
a very angry correspondence in the newspapers between 
those who made it and Lady O’Hagan.” 

On March 15, a letter from Father O’Connor appeared 
in the “Tribune” in which he quoted the last sentence given 
above, and proceeded : 

“This is not so clear as it might be as to which statement 
was correct. But a reference to the correspondence in the 
case, and especially to the letter of Lady O’Hagan in the 
London “Times,” February 25, 1901 (the family left the 
Roman Catholic Church in 1895), makes it clear that Lord 
©’Hagan was not ‘reconciled to the Church of Rome’ 
before his death in South Africa. The facts are that when 
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he was taken down with enteric fever, the nearest Roman 
Catholic chaplain went to the hospital and asked to be 
allowed to visit him. Lord O’Hagan’s brother officers told the 
chaplain that he was not a Catholic and had not sent for 
any priest. But it seems that the chaplain requested that 
he be allowed to go to the bedside and at least look at him. 
This request was granted, but the priest was not left alone 
with the sick man. Letters from the officers of the regiment 
to which Lord O’Hagan belonged comfirmed Lady O’Hagan’s 
emphatic denial that her son had returned to the Roman 
Catholic Church.” The rest of the interesting letter did not 
bear directly upon the point under discussion. Beneath this 
letter appeared an “explanation” from “La Marquise de Font- 
enoy,”’ in which he said that his “assertion that the late Lord 
O’Hagan died a Catholic,’ was based on the declaration of 
one Father Bernard Rawlinson, of the Benedictine Order, 
“declarations of Father Bradley, the Roman Catholic chap- 
lain of the hospital at Springfontein, where Lord O’Hagan 
died, and a letter published at the time in “The Weekly 
Register,” from the Vicar Apostolic of the Cape of Good 
Hope in which that priest said, “Lord O’Hagan died a Catho- 
lic and eos was received into the Church on the 
Saturday preceding his demise.” 

Father O’Connor felt called upon “to correct the false 
statements” of these three priests, and addressed another 
letter to the “Tribune” which appeared in the issue of March 
19. In enclosing a copy of Lady O’Hagan’s letter to the 
London “Times,” February 25, 1901, he also wrote: “Per- 
mit me to say, with Lady O’Hagan, that it is a serious thing 
for the representatives of any Church to indulge in misrep- 
resentations of the religious faith of dying persons. The 
living can defend themselves; the dying and dead cannot.” 

Lady O’Hagan’s letter to the London “Times” stated 
that almost simultaneously with the announcement of Lord 
O’Hagan’s death Catholic and other papers published state- 
ments to the effect that he had been received into the 
Roman Catholic Church “about a month” before his decease, 
and another more recent said that he had been “reconciled” 
only a few days before that event. Lady O’Hagan then went 
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on to cite the following facts from an official report from 
Headquarters at the Cape, and confirmed by the War Office 
in London. 

1. When admitted to the hospital Lord O’Hagan was 
quite sensible and without delirium; when asked his religion, 
he replied: “Church of England.” 

2. Col. Allen, R.A.M.C. and P.M.O. had this confirmed 
by the young officer’s servant and Sergt-Major Cooke, Gren- 
adier Guards. 

3. Col. Allen stated that Nursing Sister Minny (a 
Roman Catholic) said Lord O’Hagan told her he was not a 
Catholic, and that “he did not wish the Roman Catholic chap- 
lain in the hospital to visit him.” 

4. He was visited throughout his illness by Rev. W. 
Griffiths, the Church of England chaplain, and buried by him 
at Springfontein. 

5. Father Bernard Rawlinson was not at Springfontein 
but has been chaplain with the Royal Irish Regiment now at 
Belfast (South Africa) for the last four years. 

From all the foregoing it may be concluded that some 
Papal propaganda should be read with a considerable quantity 
of salt within easy reach. 


The issue of “The World Tomorrow” for April performed 
a distinct and highly valuable service in furnishing the most 
ample refutation of the charges that have recently been circu- 
lated regarding alleged persecution of missionaries and other 
religious representatives in Mexico. From the mouths of 


those representatives and their parent organizations were 
given the most positive denial that anything of the kind had 
been experienced or threatened, and the public was told that 
there had been no anti-religious interference throughout the 
entire revolution. Propagandists with the most sordid motives 
have sought to secure support for their efforts from those 
interested in religious work, by misrepresenting the actual 
conditions.
